There comes a dispatch today fr**in 
Washington announcing that President 
Harrison has tired of Canadian trickery . 
This afternoon his proclamation was is­ 
sued suspending tree passage through 8 t 
Mary ’s Kalis Canal for vessels freighted 
for Canadian ports, and a charge of ‘20 
cents a ton imposed. 
This action is the 
culmination of a long series of evasions 
l y the Dominion authorities.

the Hoard of Trade of lake ports joined 
the vessel men in petitioning the Govern­ 
ment of the United States to take steps to 
stop the discrimination practiced by tne 
Canadian Government in imposing a toll 
of ‘20 cents a ton on vessels of this coun
